LEMON TREES 10 
BE PLANTED HERE 


Local Nursery Providing Stocks 
For Increase of Several 
Hundred Acres 











During the next few years there 
will be several hundred acres of 
lemon trees planted in the Upland 
citrus territory, in the belief of J. 
Albert Jackson of the San Antonio 
nursery. 

In addition to growing nursery 
stock to be planted in the Huren 
tract of more than 100 acres, Mr. 
Jackson has received orders from 
about half a dozen local growers. 
He estimated that the number of 
lemon trees ordered from his or- 
ganization for delivery during the 
next few years would make about 
250 acres of new groves. 

“People are thinking that it is 
lemon trees they should plant and 
they believe that this is the place 
where they should plant them,” 
Mr. Jackson said. 

The nursery is filling orders 
from growers in all parts of South- 
ern California, one of the recent 
orders coming from Ventura.

BIG SNOW IN MOUNTAINS 





General in Valley and 
- Ig Welcomed by the 
Ranchers 


Rain 





Breaking one of the longest 
rainless periods in the history of 
Upland’s rainfall record, which 
was started by A. P. Harwood 
in 1891, a slow rain visited this 
section Sunday, bringing .38 of an 
inch, tiis amount being material- 
ly increased during the forepart 
of Monday night when a heavy 
storm brought .72 of an inch. The 
total for the storm now stands at 
1.16 inches, the season total be- 
ing 1.61. The total to date last 
year was 5.01. 

The rain has been general 
throughout the valley and was 
heartily welcomed by ranchers and 
farmers, who are hoping this is 
but a good beginning of a nor- 
mal rainfall. Considerable snow 
has fallen in the mountains, Camp 
Baldy reporting between 3 1-2 and 
4 inches, while the fall was still 
heavier at Ice House canyon. In 
the San Bernardino mountains the 
snowfall was general and at Big 
Bear a temperature of 15 degrees 
above zero was reported. 

The present storm brought the 
first rain that has fallen in the 
valley since October 15 when .03 
of an inch was recorded, the sea- 
son’s total then being .51 of an 
inch. 

November and December were 
totally arid, not even a trace of 
rain falling in those months for 
the first time since the records 
have been kept. However, there 





have been several times since 
1891 when one or the other of 
those. two months was rainless. 
There have also been several Jan- 
uarys and Februarys when little 
or no rain fell, yet the total for 
those years was normal. 

In 1917 October was dry, Nov- 
ember, .75, December, .79, Janu- 
ary, dry, yet the season’s total 
was 18.33. The next year the sea- 
son started off nicely, but closed 
with a total of but 14.45. The low- 
est season’s total recorded since 
1891 was 8.15 inches in 1898-99. 

J. R. Johnston who for a num- 
ber of years has kept the records 
begun by Mr. Harwood, has stu- 
died the records season by sea- 
son and he is not alarmed by the 
present low season total, believing 
January likely will yield a normal 
rainfall.

| Toxin-Anti-Toxin Will Be

Full Particulars of Plan Will 
Be Explained Before Treat- 
ment Is Given 





Bringing to Upland school chil- 
dren the best that can be obtained 
to prevent diphtheria, toxin-anti- 
toxin serum will be offered all the 
pupils the last of this month, it was 
decided at the meeting of the city 
health board at noon yesterday. 

Parents will be asked to give 
their consent to the treatment be- 
fore the preventive measure 
taken and on January 22 the 
school children will take to their 
homes material explaining the 
procedure and purposes of ad- 
ministering the toxin-anti-toxin, 
according to R. G. Manley, sec- 
retary of the board. 


This is a new development of 
the recently organized health 
board, but it is part of the pro- 
gram anticipated by the city coun- 
cil when Dr. Calvin L, Emmons 
was engaged as city health officer.

COUNTY WILL SHO 
POPULATION GAIN 


Expected 1930 Census Will Give 
Increase of Seven Thous- 
and Over Last Year 








Forecasting of population growth 
is one of the “chief occupations” 
these days, especially when the 
federal census is to be taken this 
year. 

The state department of educa- 
tion estimates the population of 
California will be 5,769,568 as com- 
pared with 5,631,930 in 1929. 

The population of San Bernar- 
dino county was fixed at 149,417 
as compared to 142,619 in 1928. 

“These figures,” explained Wal- 
ter Morgan, chief of the state divi- 
sion of research and statistics, ‘are 
based on the 1920 census figures 
projected by use of county ratios 
between elementary school aver- 
age daily attendance and total 
| population.’’ 

The system, Morgan said, is con- 
sidered the most accurate among 
the various formulas now in use. 
It is used by the California state 
chamber of commerce for estimat- 
ing the population of California 
for its various charts and sta- 
tistics. 

An interesting comparison may 
be made between Morgan’s estim- 
le and that of State Controller 





Ray L. Riley, who, in July estim- 
ated the population of California 
at 5,466,108, based on the increase 
in assessed valuation of property. 

Several cities showed a drop- 
ping-off in population, according 
to their school enrollment, Morgan 
said. Chief among these were 
| Oakland, which decreased from 
[eee in 1928 to 284,157 this year, 
and Pasadena, which dropped from 
94,060 to 92,207.

Many Uplanders Will No Doubt 
Contest For Honor at Na- 
tional Orange Show 











Upland and community are in 
jthe heart of the best citrus coun- 
try in the world. We should there- 
fore have the best orange and 
lemon growers of the world. This 
will be decided at the National | 
Orange Show in San Bernardino, | 
| where citrus culturists from all 
parts of Southern California will 
be entered in the contest. 

Though these titles 
largely mythical, the contests have 
attracted wide attention during | 
the past two years and the third | 
competition is expected to far | 
| overshadow its predecessors in the 
number of entries and at least 
equal them in the quality of fruit 
displayed. 

Judging in the world’s cham- 
pionship contests will take place 
the first day of the show, Feb. 13, 
and in the evening diamond stud- 
ded gold medals will be awarded 
the two winners by Gov C. C. 
Young. The governor will form- 
ally open the show at 8 p.m., and 
presentation of the medals will 
take place a short time later. 


Letters have been sent from the 
Orange show office to scores of 
packing houses throughout the cit- 
rus district. The packers have 
been supplied with entry blanks 
which they will pass dlong to their 
growers. None but bona fide 
growers may compete and _ the 
packing houses themselves will not 
be allowed to enter the contest. 

The first year the orange prize 
went to O. H. Price of Etiwanda. 
Last year a Lindsay grower an- 
nexed the award and growers of 
the citrus belt are determined to 
bring the laurels back to Southern | 
Califgrnia again.
